Some Americans living in Hon- 
olulu and connected with commer- 
cial houses of the Hawaiian capital 
arrived in New York on Saturday 
last by the Cunard steamer Umbria. 
A reporter of the 7ribune ealled at 
the hotel where they are staying to 
get a little Hawaiian light upon the 
rumors of revolution there that 
have been telegraphed so freely 
from San Francisco. Mr. Damara, 
of the Honolulu banking-house of 
Bishop & Co., said: 

AsI understand. the situation the 
foreign members of the Honolulu 
community are not satisfied with some 
of the advisers of King Kalakaua’s 
Government, and. are irritated by the 
expenditure of large sums of money 

for purposes whose atility has not 
been made clear to them. This has 
xiven rise to a desire, among a portion 
of the foreign element, to resist by 
force, if necessary; but there will be, 
Iam quite sure,an amicable adjust- 
ment, because the good sense of the 
Hawaiian people and their accus- 
tomed obedience to constitutional 
methods, will be sufficien&, when 
backed up by the conservatWve ele- 
ment of the foreign community, to 
prevent anything in the way of a se- 
rious misappropriation of funds or an 
appeal to foreiga intervention. 

His majesty has a weakness for mil- 
itary display especiully, and this has 
exhibited itself in many forms for ex- 
penditure that seemed needless. The 
most irritating items were the pur- 
chase of a gunbeat and the embassy

Ata banquet given in London Last 
Saturday night by Sir Joseph Plase, 
ex-Prime Minister Gladstone made 
a long speech, in which be declared 
that the Irish people are more 
united on Home Rule than ever. 
‘‘Treland,’’ Gladstone said, ‘is 
stronger now. on the Home ‘/Rule 
question than ever before. There 
was a crisis in Ireland, for after giv- 
ing her a large representation, we 
trample under foot the whole wishes 


and convictions of her people, as|p 


expressed by five-sixths of their 
members. The second crisis is the 
reduction, of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment to paralysis and impotence. 
I predicted that unless the Irish 
question was settled, Parliament 
would find the greatest difficulty in 
performing its duty toward Eng- 
jJand and Scotland, That prediction 
has been more than verified. We 
have reached such a point that not 
only does Ireland monopolize the 
time of Parliament, but Parliament 
is incapable of dealing with the 
Irish question. We are forbidden 
to say a word on the most vital 
poiut in the question and are con- 
fined to a most miserable corner by 
the framing of the coercion bill to 
pat down the liberties of the Irish.”’

An Oil Town,Burned. 
2 Erik, Pa., July 5. 
The town of Clarendon, in the up- 
per part of the oil country, was al- 
most wiped out last night by fire. 
Over 100 business houses and dwell- 


ing houses were consumed before 1 
o’clock this morning, and the flames 
were still spreading. The town had 
no fire department and the people 
were compelled to fight the flames 
with buckets of water. The fire 
started in the center of the town, orig- 
inating from the careless use of fire- 
works, and having reached the oil 
tanks, their destruction was speedily 
wrought. John Stewart was caught 
by a bursting tank and cremated, and 
it is feared many have shared a simi- 
lar fate. All the business part of the 
town was destroved. The valley is 
full of fire and seething oil, and the 
eople, panic stricken, bave fled to 
the hillsides for safety. - No estimate 
has been put upon the loss, but it will 
reach half a million, with but little in- 
surance. 


Some Sensible Remarks. 
SCRANTON, Pa., July 5. 
Fiftsen theusand persons aitended 
the Fourth of July celebration in the 
square lastnight. Powderly made an 
eloquent speech, in which he dwelt

THE GLORIOUS FOURTH: 
OVER 2,000 VISITORS IN TOWN 


Beautiful and Profase Decorations 
—Lovely Cars‘in the Proces- 
sion—Grand Balloon Ascension 
~The Morribles—Bicycle Par- 
ade—-The Celebration Closes 
with a Grand Ball in the Even- 


ing. 

Reno was certainly in her glory 
yesterday. The announcement 
made by the General Committee of 
Arrangements of the manner in 
which the One Hundred and 
Eleventh Anniversary of American 
Independence would be celebrated 
here, caused not ovly the principal 
thoroughfares of the town and mauy 
private residences to be gorgeously 
decorated with evergreens, flags and 
bunting, but it attracted 

OVER 2,000 PERSONS 
From Virginia City, Carson, Day- 
ton, Truckee, Wadsworth and otber 
neighboring parts. Of these prob- 
ably 300 arrived on Sunday, and 
scarcely had Sol putin an appear- 
ance yesterday morning than car- 
riages, trimmed with national col- 
ors, could be seen arriving from tbe 
east, west, north and south. At 10 
o’clock A. M. the special train from 
Virginia and Carson arrived. It 
eousisted of six passenger cars and 
two flat cars, all of them crowded 
so that there was hardly standing 
room.
